On September I'j, 1952y DREW PEARSON in his 
syndicated column stated that FRANK COSTELLO had not 
been deported because he had friends in higli places. 
Ue stated that COSTELLO 'S lobbying tactics included 
the entertaining of Congressmen at various dinners 
and parties, and that MURRAY OLF, a former prison 
mate of GREASY JAKE GUZIK occupied a t;ulta at the 

^ssional Hotel where he held court for 
Concressmcn. In additon the nations top mobsters 
wore alleged to use his apartment overnight and 
LANSKY utilised the hotel garage and charged his bill 
to OLF'S account. 

The "Nevj York Daily News" for December 2, 
1934, reflected that LANSKY was v/ith ABNER "LONGY" 
ZWILLM.\N, EDDIE MC GRATH, ALDERT ANASTASIA, CORNELIUS 
"CONNIE" NOONAN, and others at the Riviera Motol 
in Port Lee, Now Jersey, to discuss current problems 
along the Nov; York, Now Jersey waterfront. 
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Senate Crime Invostlgatlns Committee. Ke tcotlfiod 
that ho had conducted an investigation of gambling places 
in Saratoga, Now York, in 19^7, and found that 
gambling was "wide open. " Ho added that he had submitted 
a report concerning those conditions to his 
superiors. However, the report was not discussed 
with him afterward. 


He then described some of the garabling 
equipment and gaabling places in Saratoga. He described 
the Piping Rock Club, as one of the "plush places" 
which could not be patronized by the ordinary 
individual who desired to gamble. 

He admitted that ho had heard from various 
sources that MEYER LANSKY had an interest in the 
Piping Rock Club, but denied that he had ever hoard 
that COSTELLO had any interest m the club.

an apprentice machinist. This company was first located 
on Centre Street near Canal Street, which was then about 
1917 vintil 1922 or 1923.
